I (i) The Japanese Grant Aid for 1991-92 of Yen

thereof to ports in India, by the MMTC. 

1. (ii) I'hc import licences should be issued for an 
aggragate amount not exceeding Yen 660 million 
(CIF) in favour of the importer, and .should bear the 
superscription “Yen 600 million Japanese Grant for 
1991-92”.
